That in and for all their Actings, they ſhall be account- 
able to, and cenſurable by the next General Aſſembly, as 
they ſhall ſee Cauſe. - And this Commiſſion is to continue 
and endure until another Commiſſion be appointed, and

Arid for the better ſecuring of a Quorum, and Attendance
